ALDERMEN.—By the subjoined section of 
thc .Revised Penal Code of the laws of Penn- 
sylvania, adopted by the Legislature at its 
last session, it will be seen that the offences 
of aison, rape, mayhem, robbery or burgla- 
ry are not bailable before Justices.

siderable neglect in respect to this subject 
renders the publication of the section at
